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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8 and 12-17 are rejected. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6- 
8 and 12-17 remain currently pending. Reconsideration and allowance of all pending 
claims are respectively requested. 

Rejections under 35U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8 and 12-17 
have been amended to overcome the rejections. 

In Claim 1, it is amended as ". ..means for creating a signal of simulated brain 
alpha rhythm. . ." and the term "creating" is used to be definite for the claim. 

In Claim 1 , the terms, "accordingly" and "a motion event" were removed, and the 
sentence is amended in more compact language. 

In Claim 1, the previous paragraph (a) becomes the present paragraph (b) and 
vice-versa for keeping the steps of our invention in order. 

In Claim 3, it is amended to overcome the rejection by adding ". . .for said 
signal..." 

In Claim 4, it is amended to overcome the rejection by replacing "oscillatory 
digital signals or currents" with "said signal of simulated brain alpha rhythm." 

In Claim 6, it is amended to overcome the rejection by adding "the amplitude of 
said signal of simulated brain alpha rhythm." 

In Claim 7, it is amended to overcome the rejection by adding "said signal of 
simulated brain alpha rhythm." 

In Claim 8, it is amended to overcome the rejection by adding "said signal of 
simulated brain alpha rhythm."

In Claim 14, it is amended to overcome the rejection by adding ". . .adapted to 
confront..." 

In Claim 15, the claim is canceled. 

In Claim 16, it is amended as a method claim that the apparatus can be used for 
treating men's prostate problems. 

In Claim 17, it is amended as a method claim that apparatus can be used for 
treating sleep disorders. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101, Claiml4 is amended to overcome the rejection. 
The term of "adapted to" is added in the claim. 

In the objection to Claim 1 line 2, it is corrected by using . .apparatus for. . ."
